raisedl—of which we bave no doubt— 
believing this great county will hardly 
give up so splendid an enterprise for 
such a amount. 

A report got out during the day that 
the line was not to run through or to 
Yazoo City. This was erroneous. One 
branch of it is contemplated to run 
through Lexington, the other straight 
down the valley to Yazoo City. 

Colonel Trezevant estimates that the 
cost of grading the road down the val- 
ley will be unugually cheap. He says 
it cannot ex five dollars 
per mile; and when completed the iron 
and equipments of the road can be pro-

x, the (7th of March, is what 
is familiarly known as St. Patrick“ 
Day, and from what we see in our ex- 
changes will be more generally cele- 
brated than usual by our Irish popula- 
tion. We would not be surprised if the 
Fenian movement had something to do 
with this unusual homage to the mem- 
ory of the great Apostle. Sr. ParRICR 
was born about the year 390, and died 
on the 17th of March in the year 493, 
having reached theextraordinary age ot 
one hundred and threeyears. Sr. Pat- 
RICK died in the monastery of SAUL, 
erected on the place where he first said 
mass. He was buried with National 
honors in the church of Armagh, to 
which he had given the primacy 
over all the churches of Ireland 
We learn from the history of Sr 
Patrick that twenty years inter- 
venel between his departure 
out of the land of his bondage, 
and his return to it, clothed with the 
character and authority of a Christian 
Bishop. He spent this interval in 
qualifying himself for Holy Orders, or 
in dischargin:s priestly duties at Lyons, 
at. Lerns, and finally at Rome. But 
always, by night and day, he was 
haunted by the recollection of the Pa- 
gan nation in Which he had spent his 
long years of servitude, whose language 
he had acquired, and the character of 
whose people he so well understood. 
These thoughts were hightened and 
deepened by supernatural revelations 
of the will of Providence towards the 
Irish people, and towards himself as 
t Apostle. At one time an angel 
pre ited him, in his sleep, a scroll 
bearing this inscription: ‘‘The voice 
of the Irish. At another, he seemed 
to hear, in a dream, all the unborn 
ehildren of that nation crying to 
him for help and holy baptism. 
When, therefore, Pope CELESTINE 
commissioned him for this enterprise, 
he found him not only ready, but 
anxious to undertake it. Lancing ina 
frail bark at the mouth of the Boyne,- 
he set out from there with his few com- 
panions, to traverse on foot the great 
plain which stretches to Para. Impos- 
ing at any time, Tara must have looked 
its best at the moment Patrick first 
beheld it. It was in the pleasant sen- 
son of spring, and Tara's Halls“ and 
thelr surroundings were elaborately 
decorated im honor of the anniversary 
of the reigning sovereign. One of the 
religious ceremonies employed by the 
Druids to highten the solemnity of 
the occasion, was to order all the fires 
of Tara and Meath to be quenched, in 
order to kindle them instantaneously 
from a sacrefl fire dedicated to the 
honor of their God. But the Saint,

» ous relief than did St. Patrick, sur- 


rounded by Pagan princes and a Pagan 
priesthood on thefhill of Tara. The 


extended into wider issues. The king’s 
guests who had come to feast and re- 
joice, remained to listen and meditate. 
With the impetuosity of the national 
character, with all its passion for de- 
bate, they rushed into the conflict— 
some on one sideand some on the other. 
The daughters of the king, and, with 
others, the Arch-Druid were convinced 
and enrolled by holy baptism among the 
disciples of Cunist. Tradition relates 
that the mode adopted by the Saint on 
this occasion, to explain the mystery 
of the holy Trinity, was as follows: 
Taking a sprig of shamrock and hold- 
ing it up to the gaze of his enraptured 

he pointed out to them — 
three were united in one. Then it be- 
came the emblem of the nation and 
the nation’s faith; and on the anniver- 
sary of the Saint's festival, it is worn 
by Erin’s sons as a souvenir of the past, 
and in token of respect and honor for 
this national Apostle. From that 
memorable day on Tara, till the pres- 
ent, the Cross and Shamrock have 
been intertwined, On the soil blessed 
by Sr. Parrick, they have been in- 
seperable. The Irish put not their 
missionaries to death. On the con- 
trary they received them with joy. 
There is no nation on the earth that 
has so unique, so singular a record of 
its conversion to christianity as Ireland 
has. Its con version produce no mar- 
tyrs, caused no shedding of blood; and 
there is no nation on earth so remark- 
able for its love and devotedness to its 
clergy, not only in the days of its pride 
and power, but also in the gloomy 
times of oppression and persecution. 
To this day the ties that bind the Irish 
priests and the Irish people, are un- 
exampled in any other nation of the 
earth.

Arrival of How. Hamilton Fish 
Postponing Removals in Virginia 
Important Army Order--Stewart’s 
Abdication Forced by the Treasury 
Ring. 

WASHINGTON, March 16.—The object of 
the joint resolution passed by the Senate 
to-day, postponing removals in civil of- 
fices in the provisional government of 
Virginia for thirty days from and after the 
passage of the act, was done so as to afford 
time to make such removals, as the limit 
in the former resolution expires this 
week. General Stoneman, who is to be 
succeeded by General Canby, will not have 
time to make the changes before his re- 
tirement. 

The following order has been issued by 
the War Department: 

“ WasmineTon, March 10.—In compli- 
ance with section 2of an act of Congress 
entitled an act making appropriations for 
the support of the army for the year end- 
ing June 30, 1870, and for other purposes, 


approved March 3, 1869, the infantry of 
the army will be consolidated into 
twenty-five regiments, as  follaws: 


The forty-third regiment will be con- 
solidated with the first, and the sixteenth 
regiment with the second, half of the thir- 
ty-seventh with the third, the thirtieth 
with the fourth, half of the thirty-seventh 
with the fifth, the forty-second with the 
sixth, the thirty-sixth with the seventh, 
the thirty-third with the eighth, the 
twenty-seventh with the ninth, the twen- 
ty-second with the tenth, the twenty- 
fourth with the twenty-ninth, and these 
will thereafter be designated as the 
eleventh; the forty-fifth with the four- 
teenth, the twenty-fifth with the fifteenth, 
the eleventh with the thirty-fourth, and 
thereafter will be designated as the six- 
teenth, the forty-fourth with the seven- 
the twenty-first with the 


nineteenth, the thirty-second with twen- 
tieth, the thirty-first with the twenty- 
second, the thirty-eighth with the 
forty-first, and thereafter will be 
designated as the twenty-fourth, the 
thirty-ninth with the fortieth, and 
thereafter will be designated as the 
twenty-fifth. 

The field officers of the twenty-fifth 
regiment will be selected hereafter, and 
will be announced in general orders from 
the headquarters of the army.
